REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 2-8: The 
prior art did not teach or suggest a device for extinguishing fires as claimed by the applicant, 
specifically a device comprising a bursting disk, wherein said extinguishing nozzles are 
connected to a connection end of the supply line connecting the extinguishing nozzles to the 
extinguishing fluid supply device, said fluid supply device imposing the extinguishing fluid 
under pressure onto the supply line in the event of fire and wherein the bursting disk is arranged 
about the connection end of the supply line, said bursting disk bursting when the extinguishing 
fluid in the supply line reaches a predetermined bursting pressure, so that the extinguishing fluid 
flows unimpeded into the extinguishing nozzles, wherein the extinguishing fluid fills the supply 
line and is at a resting pressure which is lower than the bursting pressure when the device for 
extinguishing fires in a quiescent state, together in combination with the other claimed features 
of applicant's invention.
